Sr-DKE  CONTROL  AREAS 


The  object  of  smoke  control  is  to  reduce  industrial  smoke  to  a 
minimum  and  to  make  domestic  premises  smokeless. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  Darwen  (No.  1 ) Smoke  Control  Area  was  in 
operation  and  the  Darwen  (No.  2)  Sbioke  Control  Area  had  been  confirmed 
in  November,  to  come  into  operation  on  1st  July,  196?. 

At  the  same  time  inspections  were  proceeding  on  the  proposed  No.  3 
Smoke  Control  Area,  which  together  with  Nos.  1 and  2 Snoke  Control 
Areas  already  confirmed  will  complete  the  vJhole  of  the  domestic  premises 
on  the  north  side  of  the  town  from  the  Borough  boundary  to  Hollins  Grove 
Street  on  the  east  side  and  to  Sarnsdale  Road  on  the  west  side.

In  the  meantime  the  process  of  the  acquisition  and 
demolition  of  the  semi  derelict  properties  in  areas 
already  acquired  together  with  vacant  sites  is  marring 
the  appearance  of  the  town* 

In  November  a new  programme  for  clearing  of  old 
premises  was  submitted  to  the  Health  Committee  for 
approval. 

This  comprised  a total  of  approximately  1 ,000 
houses  which  because  of  age,  disrepair  and  structural 
defects  were  recommended  to  be  demolished  in  phases 
within  the  next  fifteen  years. 

Individual  inspections  of  houses  phased  to  be 
dealt  with  in  the  first  five  years  were  already  well 
in  hand  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Houses  in  the  proposed  clearance  areas  are  closed 
or  demolished  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Acts 
as  they  become  unfit  par-ticularly  unoccupied  houses 
until  such  times  as  official  clearance  areas  are 
declared. 

Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation 

Tw  premises  are  used  for  multiple  occupation. 

Work  required  following  inspections , including  fire 
precaution  inspection  by  the  Darwen  Division  of  the 
Lancashire  County  Fire  Brigade,  to  comply  with  legislation, 

had  been  completed  in  one  of  the  premises  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  and  was  in  hand  at  the  other.

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GENERAL  SAInIITATION 


Nuisances  from  Derelict  and  Abandoned  Freiniseso 

A great  deal  of  time  has  been  spent  during  the  year  on  nuisance 
from  derelic tj  abandoned  and  preirases  damaged  through  vandalism.. 

Some  of  these  nui.sances  have  been  discovered  during  routine  visits 
but  a great  number  are  the  result  of  complaints  by  the  general  public 
to  the  Department  and  bo  individual  Members  of  the  Councilo  This  is 
a nuisance  which  will  tend  to  increase  as  older  property  in  the  town 
becomes  the  subject  of  clearance  areas » 

The  Department  is  concerned  about  this  trend  and  the  Health 
Committee  after  considering  the  effect  on  other  houses  in  the 
neighbourhood^  have  authorised  the  bricking-up  of  windows  and  doors 
to  prevent  further  nuisance®  This  is  costing  the  Corporation  a 
great  deal  ef  money  but  there  appears  no  alternative  if  the  town 
is  to  retain  an  orderly  appearance® 

Nuisance  from  Noise o 

Following  the  introduction  of  night  shift  working  in  many 
factories  in  the  area^,  the  number  of  noise  nuisance  complaints  has 
increased  appreciably.  This  is  because  so  many  dwelling  houses 
are  in  very  close  proximity  to  factories  and  noise  which  is 
acceptable  during  the  day  as  a way  of  life  of  an  industrial  to\'m 
becomes j,  in  many  cases^  intolerable  in  the  late  evening  and  the 
early  hours  of  the  morning® 

Comolaints  have  been  mainly  as  a result  of  noise  from  high 
powered  fans* 

In  the  main  the  management  of  the  factories  concerned  have 
been  most  co-operative  and  although  in  some  cases  it  has  taken  a 
little  more  time  than  the  complainants  liked  this  has  been 
because  of  difficulty  by  the  factories  in  getting  the  necessary 
parts  to  have  the  work  carried  out® 

At  the  end  of  the  year  noise  level  had  been  reduced  in  most 
cases  although  further  complaints  from  different  sources  were 
being  received® 

Tips® 


A total  of  186  visits  were  necessary  to  the  various  private 
tips  tliroughout  the  town  as  a result  of  complaints  by  Members  of 
the  Council  and  through  nuisances  discovered  by  the  Department. 
These  arose  in  practically  every  instance  through  deviation  from 
the  terms  of  the  original  planning  consent  and  although  visits 
had  been  made  by  the  appropriate  Department^  conditions  were  still 
not  satisfactory  on  one  tip  at  the  end  of  the  year  but  a great 
improvement  had  bcien  made® 


Digeas^es  of  Anyicils  Act^  19$0o  (Movement  of  Animals )o_ 

The  duties  under  this  Section  of  the  Act  are  carried  out 
by  the  Lancashire  County  Police  viho  issued  all  the  necessary 
licences  controlling  the  movement  of  animals* 

Hairdressing  Establishments o 

There  are  76  hairdressing  premises  registered  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Darwen  Corporation  Act,  1948. 

Premises  are  inspected  prior  to  opening  and  v\»rk  done 
to  comply  with  the  Regulations. 

Reinspections  are  carried  out  from  time  to  time  but  very 
little  trouble  is  experienced  with  this  type  of  business  after 
the  initial  alterations  are  carried  out. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951«> 

2 premises  are  licensed  under  this  Act.  Both  were 
satisfactorialy  conducted  throughout  the  year. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act^  1 963 «> 

5 premises  are  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

All  were  satisfactorily  maintained  during  the  year  for  the 
welfare  of  animals  although  in  one  case  considerable  work  was 
required  before  the  premises  were  licensed. 

Riding  Es tablishments  Act,  1 964^ 

One  establishment  was  licensed  under  the  Act.  Premises  are 
only  licensed  after  the  receipt  of  a satisfactory  veterinary 
report. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1 948  and  1951° 

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  Section  47  of 
the  1948  Act,  for  the  removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention. 

Four  bodies  vjere  buried  under  the  provisions  of  Section  50 
of  the  1948  Act,  which  requires  the  Local  Authority  to  dispose  of 
the  bodies  of  persons  who  have  died  in  its  area  if  it  appears  no 
suitable  funeral  arrangements  would  otherwise  be  made. 

Mortuary. 

This  modern  building  which  was  opened  in  February,  1957>  is 
a model  of  its  kind.  A part-time  attendant  is  employed. 

51  bodies  were  received  at  the  Mortuary  during  the  year  and 
post-mortem  examinations  were  carried  out  on  50® 

Refrigeration  facilities  are  provided  for  the  storage  of  bodies 
One  exhumation  and  re-interment  was  carried  out  during  the  year 
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
